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Jet boats 
no longer 
running 
from 

Queenston 


> Decision to halt 
tours days after 
losing appeal a 
matter of 'coincidental 
timing' 


Jet boat tours have been halt¬ 
ed at the Queenston dock, just 
days after tour operator John 
Kinney received a ruling against 
his appeal to the Niagara 
Escarpment Commission over its 
refusal to allow him the new 
building he was planning. 

Last Thursday Kinney said it 
was business as usual in 
Queenston, but by Monday he 
had moved all jet boat tours 
booked to leave from Queenston 
to the Melville St. dock. 

Kinney, president ofWhirlpool 
jet boat tours, says there is no 
relationship between his deci¬ 
sion and the finding from the 
hearing officer that the use of the 
Queenston dock must be limited 
to the level of activity there in 
1985.

sales and tour orientation 
sessions. 

He has been operating jet 
boat tours there since 2006, 
and in 2007, he demolished 
the original 1,300 square foot 
building at the dock. 

He says he now has some 
work to do at the dock to pre¬ 
pare it for dinner cruises he 
plans to begin operating in 
August, when he hopes for a 
ruling that will allow him the 
liquor licence he needs to 
operate the cruises. 

NOTL residents have 
stalled the tours by objecting 
to his application to serve 
alcohol on the cruises, citing 
late-night traffic and noise 
from the river, but he hopes 
that will be resolved soon. 

He needs to ready the 
dock for a larger vessel that 
will use more shore power, 
he said. 

This will put an end to 
shutde buses travelling 
through Queenston, he 

As for his future plans for 
a building, he says, his legal 
people are looking at 
options. 

"We feel there was a tre¬ 
mendous amount of error in 
the hearing decision. Our 
legal people are preparing a

response.” 


He had permission from 
the town and the NEC to go 
ahead with construction of a 
3,700 square foot replace¬ 
ment, but an appeal of that 
by Queenston residents put a 
stop to his plans. He then 
applied for a 3,247 square 
foot building, and the NEC 
turned him down. Kinney’s 
appeal was of that decision. 

The hearing officer agreed 
with much of the decision of 
the originalresidents’ appeal, 
that contrary to NEC policy, 
the jet boat operation’s use of 
the dock has expanded and 
intensified from its days as a 
sand dock, and that the pro¬ 
posed building was intended 
to add to that intensification. 

Jim Armstrong, president 
of the Queenston Residents 
Association, says he feels 


“vindicated” that the hearing 
officer agreed with concerns 
over the expansion of the jet 
boat operation in recent 
years, which has led to an 
increase in bus traffic through 
their village, longer hours the 
tours operate and more noise 
from the boats. 

Monday, the day the tours 
were halted from the 
Queenston dock, was the 
first summer day in years 
without buses going through 
the village three or four times 
each hour, says Alice Due 
Triano, vice-president of the 
QRA. 

"We had once again what 
we had years ago, peace and 
quiet We could sit on our 
porches and actually talk and 
also be heard. It was notice¬ 
ably different. It was heaven¬ 
ly.”

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St. Davids marks 200th anniversary of burning

Exactly 200 years to the 
day, Friday, July 18 marked 
the 200th Anniversary of the 
burning of St. Davids. 

In commemoration of 
this significant local histori¬ 
cal event and 200 years of 
peace, members from the 
St. Davids Ratepayers 
Association, Heritage 
Committee and the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake War of 
1812 Bicentennial 

Committee held a com¬ 
memoration service at St. 
Davids-Queenston United 
Church Friday. 

During the service. Dr. 
Wesley Turner, well-known 
local historian, gave the 
crowd a brief history on how 
the event started and an 
account of what the resi¬ 
dents lost during the burn¬ 
ing. 

On July 18, 1814, U.S. 
forces were waiting in 
Queenston for an impend¬ 
ing attack on Fort George 


when Major-General Peter 
B. Porter sent a detachment 
to attack the village. 

Led by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Isaac W. Stone, the 
men captured the town after 
opposition from the 1st 
Lincoln Militia was defeat¬ 
ed, then proceeded to loot 
and bum down most of the 
buildings. 

Many claims were made, 
including those by Richard 
Woodruff, a local merchant 
who lost his store and home, 
which was previously used 
as a commissary and bar¬ 
racks. David Secord, the 
community's namesake, 
claimed $3,000 in damages 
including a home, barn, 
sheds, a gristmill and sever¬ 
al supplies. 

Tea, fabric, brewing sup¬ 
plies, clothing, furniture, 
blacksmith tools and food 
supplies were just a few 
items pillaged from St. 
Davids residents and mer¬ 
chants, Turner said. 

Also during the service, 
three historical plaques of 
designation were awarded. 


These were presented to the 
current property owners of 
original buildings which 
escaped buming:t the James 
Clement House on Four 
Mile Creek Rd., owned by 
Ginny and Ken Douglas, the 
Secord-Murdoch House, 
also on Creek Rd., owned 
by Harry and Collette 
Murdoch and the Secord 
Mill owned by William and 
Carol Bannister. 

The James Clement 
House was constructed 
aroundl805. Clement was 
an ensign in Butler’s Rangers 
and an officer with the 
Lincoln Militia. He died in 
1813 from wounds he 
incurred during battle. 

The Secord-Murdoch 
House is located on proper¬ 
ty that was deeded to Peter 
Secord, a United Empire 
Loyalist, around 1798. This 
property continued to be 
occupied by members of 
the Secord family until the 
1860s when Alexander 
Murdoch purchased it. 

This house is one of the 
earliest buildings construct¬ 


ed in NOTL, with the oldest 
part built around 1790. 

There is some evidence 
this house was spared dur¬ 
ing the burning of St. Davids 
because American troops 
used it as a hospital, those 
gathered at the church 


The Secord Mill, built 
around 1782-1783, was one 
of the first King’s mills built 
in Upper Ontario and the 
only one to survive in 
Ontario. 

David Brass, a celebrated 
millwright, designed the 
workings of the mill build¬ 


ing and engineered the sys¬ 
tem that brought waterpow¬ 
er to the structure.

“The members of the 
local community group, 
CARE, in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake have fought hard to 
keep Parliament Oak Public 
School open,” Gates said in 
the legislature this week. 

"They have a plan to work 
with not-for-profit groups 
like the Boys and Girls Club 
and the United Way to cre¬ 
ate a new community hub 
and keep their school 

Minister of Education Liz 
Sandals has said she is 
delighted the government is 
talking to school boards 
about making use of school 
space, said Gates, and that’s 
exactly what members of 
CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 

Responsible Education) 
tried to do, so he pressed the 
minister in the legislature to 
listen to the community of 
NOTL “and ensure that this 
government invests in keep¬ 
ing Parliament Oak Public 
School open.” 

Gates said that while the 
Liberal government claims 
to recognize the importance 


NOTL Chamber of 
Commerce, by hounding 
Sandals in the legislature 
and keeping the issue alive. 

“I think the school board 
just hopes parents mn out of 
steam, energy and money, 
and that the issue will fade 
away and parents will begin 
to accept the board decision. 
But we know people in our 
community still want a 
school in the Old Town, and 
Wayne is representing us 
well. We’re grateful he’s 
making Liz Sandals aware 
this issue isn’t going away.” 

Janzen says 
there is still

of schools to small commu¬ 
nities, it has committed $750 
million in its budget for a 
plan that includes closing 
schools. 

"If the government can 
find funds to close schools, it 
can find funds to keep them 
open,” he said, asking for a 
Liberal commitment to set 
aside a fund to help small 
schools such as Parliament 
Oak. 

“We already have a great 
school in the community. It 
makes sense to have a fluid 
in place to keep it open, 
rather than focusing on clos¬ 
ing schools and building 
mega-schools like 

Crossroads,” Gates said.

In response, Sandals con¬ 
tinued to re-iterate her posi¬ 
tion that she will not over¬ 
rule a school board decision, 
says Gates. 

“I don’t think she really 
got the drift of my question.” 

Meanwhile CARE and 
parent council members 
continue to push forward on 
several fronts, says parent 
council co-chair Joy Janzen. 

Although parents were 
originally given a date of 


June 19 for an answer about 
whether the province would 
hear their appeal against the 
accommodation review pro¬ 
cess, they have watched two 
deadlines come and go, said 
Janzen, likely because of the 
spring election and now July 
holidays creating manpower 
shortages. 

"But we expect to hear 
any day now,” she added. 

She credits Gates with 
helping the Parliament Oak 
community, which includes 
not just parents but the busi¬

If the province can find 
money in its budget to close 
schools, it should be able 
to spend money on keeping 
schools open, says MPP 
Wayne Gates. 

The NDP representative 
for Niagara Falls, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Fort Erie 
demanded in the legislature 
last week that the Liberal 
government keep local 
schools like Parliament Oak 
Public School in NOTL open, 
by finding new uses for 
school space and by setting 


up a committed schools 

After a seven-month 
accommodation review pro¬ 
cess with a committee rec¬ 
ommendation to keep 
Parliament Oak open, 
District School Board of 
Niagara trustees decided in 
April that the aging Old 
Town facility will close in 
June 2015, citing declining 
enrolment and die cost of 
repairing and maintain¬ 
ing the building. 

They plan to bus the stu¬ 
dents to Crossroads Public 
School in Virgil, a new facil¬ 
ity that is already bursting at

An application by a Line 
7 resident to turn his green¬ 
house into a medicinal 
marijuana operation was 
rejected by town council 
Monday. 

Peter Olsen has applied 
to Health Canada for a 
license for the grow-op and 
sought approval from the 
town for a site plan for the 
111,000 sq. ft. greenhouse 
facility with security fenc¬ 
ing and landscaping. He 
and his family live on the 
property at 213 Line 7 Rd. 

Lynn Hunter-Hope, 
who lives across the road 
from Olsen, raised several 
concerns including the 
possibility of odours and 
the impact on property val¬ 
ues for nearby homes. 

“How do you prove 
odour infractions?” she 
asked councillors. 

“Greenhouses are not 
airtight." 

Hunter-Hope said she 
and her husband bought 
their property in 1980 and 

enjoy their yard and gar¬ 
dens. She also wondered 
how the complaint process 
would work, since the 
operations are regulated 
by the federal government, 
not the town. 

Olsen said he planned 
to use wall fans and char¬ 
coal filters to control the

odour of the exhausted air. 
He also said neighbours 
and councillors would be 
welcome to come to the 
facility when the filter sys¬ 
tems were being tested. 

If there were complaints 
about a smell, Olsen said 
he would be obligated by 
Health Canada to resolve 
the problem within five 
days. He was also required 
to provide a $15,000 secu¬ 
rity deposit to the town for 
odour mitigation purposes 
under recent bylaw chang¬ 
es regarding grow-ops. 

His site plan included 
black chain link fencing 
and planting of about 150 


trees to hide as much of the 
fence as possible. 

"We are extremely excit¬ 
ed about this,” said Olsen. 

“We want to be respon¬ 
sible business people to 
our neighbours and the 

Town staff had recom¬ 
mended approval of the 
site plan, citing an Ontario 
Municipal Board decision 
that planning applications 
be judged by bylaws that 
are In effect when an appli¬ 
cation is made. Olsen’s 
application was received 
by the town prior to zoning 
and site plan bylaw chang- 
approved last 


month. 

Under the amended 
bylaws, marijuana green¬ 
houses larger than 10,000 
square feet are subject to 
site plan controls and have 
to be at least 70 meters 
away from sensitive land 
use areas which includes 
residential properties. 
Olsen’s application would 
not meet the new setback 
requirements as there are 
four residences within 70 
meters of the property 


of the application. He 
questioned why council¬ 
lors approved an applica¬ 
tion in May for the con¬ 
struction of a 24,000 sq. ft. 
greenhouse to grow mari¬ 
juana on Concession 5 but 
were opposed to this one. 

Coun. Gary Zalepa Jr. 
said there was a significant 
difference between the two 
applications, as there were 
no neighbours close to the 
Concession 5 operation. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
recently wrote a letter to 
Health Minister Rona 
Ambrose asking how the 


federal government would 
ensure there were no 
odours escaping from the 
grow-ops and how com¬ 
plaints would be handled. 

“Odour is the major 
concern,” he said. “They 
(the federal government) 
appear to have no tools to 
measure odour." 

Eke said this puts the 
town in an awkward posi¬ 
tion when considering 
applications. 

He called Olsen "a good 
corporate citizen who is 
trying to do the right

Time for council to reconsider 
installing electric charging stations 


Electric cars are no longer the way of 
the future. They are here today, and they 
are here to stay. 

As fuel becomes more expensive and 
we become more aware of the effects of 
global warming and a limited supply of 
fossil fuels, they will become more desir- 

Even now, many people are looking at 
ways to reduce our footprint on the envi¬ 
ronment. The electric car is just one pos¬ 
sibility. 

But there are several drawbacks. One 
Is price, although that will change as 
they become more common. 

The other problem is what one driver 
refers to as “range anxiety.” 

Nobody wants to plan a trip and have 
to worry about loss of power—thus 
hybrid vehicles gaining popularity, 
although really only as a stepping stone 
to electric cars, which should become an 


attractive option given the rising cost of 
gasoline and the comparatively low cost 
of recharging. 

However, lack of charging stations are 
still a concern. 

A town as progressive as Niagara-on- 
the-Lake should be a leader in all things 
green, including charging stations for 
visitors. 

The idea of offering free parking for 
those who travel to town in their electric 
cars is a good one. It promotes driving 
electric cars and rewards those who 
make that investment. 

This council turned down the idea of 
offering recharging stations when it was 
discussed about two years ago, saying it 
was premature. We have a new council 
coming this fall, but really, why wait? 

This council should not want that 
decision to be part of their legacy. It's

Apply brakes 
to NDSS as 
health centre, 
says reader 

The front page of your 
issue for July 10 carries a 
detailed article about the 
future closing of the NOTL 
hospital and the possibility 
of converting the late 
lamented Niagara District 
Secondary School into a 
health care facility. This 
would apparendy include 
doctor’s offices, a pharma¬ 


cy, and laboratories for 
blood work, X-ray, etc. I 
have to say that I view this 
prospect with much mis¬ 
giving. 

I have taken the trouble 
to pace out the two build¬ 
ings in order to get some 
idea of the scale of each. 
Although pacing is an 
imprecise measure, at 
least any errors involved 
would be common to 
both. My conclusions are 
as follows:- 

The NOTL hospital has 
about 17,500 square feet, 
of which 9,500 square feet 
is for beds on the upper 
floor, plus kitchen etc. on 
the lower floor. 

The remaining 8,000 


square feet on the lower 
floor is assigned to doc¬ 
tor’s offices plus the two 
small laboratories, and a 
meeting room etc. There is 
an elevator for those with 
mobility problems, and 
the building is air condi¬ 
tioned. The rooms on the 
upper are presumably 
conventional hospital 
rooms, complete with 
piped-in oxygen, and indi¬ 
vidual bathrooms. 

NDSS is huge, with 
approximately 47,000 
square feet, of which about 
32,000 square feet is 
assigned to classrooms on 
three floors, and about 
15,000 square feet of single 
floor space for the library 


and auditorium 

There appear to be 
about 85 classrooms, but 
to the best of my knowl¬ 
edge there is no elevator 
and no air conditioning. 

So where does all this 
get us? Your article quotes 
die Health Care 
Committee as saying that 
the cost of renovating the 
NOTL hospital would be 
excessive. But how can this 
be, given that the present 
space assigned to doctor’s 
offices is only 8,000 square 
feet? How many more 
rooms would be required? 
Three? Four? To convert 
rooms on the upper floor 
for use by doctors would 
be comparatively simple, 


since they do not need the 
existing oxygen supplies 
and individual bathrooms. 

The remaining rooms 
on the upper floor could 
simply be converted to 
senior’s apartments like 
those in Simcoe 
Apartments. This would 
bring in a modest revenue. 

Or better still, why not 
convert all the upper floor 
to use as seniors apart¬ 
ments, and add more doc¬ 
tor’s offices in the existing 
clinic on Niagara Stone 
Rd., opposite NDSS? 

But to convert NDSS to 
a palliative care facility 
would cost a small fortune. 
Yes, it contains a multi¬ 
plicity of individual rooms. 


But to install air condi¬ 
tioning, a hospital-style 
elevator, laboratory, oxy¬ 
gen systems, closed circuit 
electronics, and all the 
plumbing for individual 
bathrooms etc., would be 
a major undertaking. 

And why do we need a 
pharmacy when there is 
an excellent one right 
across the road? Better to 
sell the building and let 
someone convert it to pri¬ 
vate apartments. 

In short, let’s apply the 
brakes before we get our¬ 
selves into a repeat of the 
Crossroads Public School

The inconvenience of 
road work for residents 
who live on Four Mile 
Creek Rd., and for drivers 
travelling on that thor¬ 
oughfare near its inter¬ 


section of East and West 
Line, will continue for at 
least an extra two weeks. 

Work has been delayed 
on the Town’s public 
works department project 
by the fill material that 
was used when the sew¬ 
ers were installed decades 
ago. 

The current work is to 
replace and repair sani¬ 
tary and storm water sew¬ 
ers, said public works 
manager Doug Kerr. 

“We’re fixing some 
sanitary sewers and 
replacing and upgrading 
storm sewers,” he said. 


But early in the work, 
they came across foundry 
sand used as fill, said 
Kerr.

But it’s also extremely 
hard, and is taking longer 
and costing more to 
remove, he added.

Monika Jackson loves her 
quiet home in the country. 
Her 1856 farm house on 
Concession 3, where she has 
lived since 1973, is sur¬ 
rounded by trees and gar¬ 
dens she has created over 
the last 40 years, and she has 
just one neighbour. 

She was prepared for 
change. She has come to 
terms having hundreds of 
neighbours. She was even 
okay with the improved, 
widened road she knew was 
coming, and the increased 
traffic it would bring. 

She is a little unsetded, 
however, as she watches the 
construction of a sidewalk 
10 feet from her front door, 
and by the extent of the work 
she sees from her window. 

And she is grateful to one 
councillor, Martin Mazza, 
who listened to her concerns 
and acted on them. 

Her St. Davids home bor¬ 
ders the former CanGro 
property. Cannery Park, a 
new subdivision of about 
235 homes, including sin¬ 
gles and semis, is about to 
develop across the street 
from Jackson, on property 
that has been field and 
orchard, and Concession 3 
is being widened, with side¬ 
walks, to accommodate that 
growth. 

Jackson’s problem is that 


the town-owned road allow¬ 
ance comes within about 
four feet of her front door, 
she says, and now, instead 
of a quiet rural road, she will 
have a sidewalk, curbs and 
gutters and an urban-design 
road about 10 feet from her 
door. Much of her garden is 
gone, and many of the trees. 

But her real problem was 
with the elevation of the 
road. Her house has always 
been below the grade of the 
rural Cone. 3, with her gen¬ 
tly-sloping gardens absorb¬ 
ing most of the run-off, but 
when the roadwork began, a 
pile of mud was dropped off 
in front of her house and it 
became obvious the road 
was going to be even more 
elevated. She was fearful 
increased run-off would be 
an issue with her 150-year- 
old home. 

After trying unsuccess¬ 
fully to convince someone at 
the town there was a prob¬ 
lem with the elevation of the 
road, she turned to Counc. 
Mazza, sending him some 
photographs of the work 
going on outside her front 

"The pictures really don’t 
do it justice. You had to see it 
to appreciate how bad it is,” 
Mazza said. 

He intervened with the 
public works department, 
and manager Doug Kerr vis¬ 
ited the site. 

The next day the mud

was gone, said Jackson, and 
the road has been lowered. 

Kerr said it’s not unusual 
for problems to be fixed in 
the field, and that’s all this 

“Sometimes you get 
building, and things appear 
that need to be tweaked in 
the field. In this case there 
were some issues with mak¬ 
ing (an urban road) fit with 
the rural properties. We 
want it to match the existing 
grade at the property line.” 

The original design had 
the road "too high” in front 
of Jackson's house, and the 
engineer took a look at it 
and reworked it "to make 
sure it blends with what It 
there,” Kerr said. 

Jackson says she’s had 
support with some of her 
issues from the developer, 
who is paying for the road 
improvements, and she’s 


grateful the public works 
department is now onside. 

She still has some con¬ 
cerns—she’s afraid the road 
elevation may change again, 
she’s still concerned about 
water run-off, and she hopes 
the remaining trees will stay, 
including one in front of her 
house that has its roots 
exposed. 

What she would really 
appreciate, she says, is the 
town communicating with 
her as the work goes for¬ 
ward. She doesn’t want to 
see trees disappear without 
warning. 

And she hopes she can 
convince the engineer that 
there is no need for a street¬ 
light right in front of her 
house, throwing light into 
her bedroom window, where 
now she has a clear view of 
the night, the stars, and 
Queenston Heights.

space to a charging sta¬ 
tion, and possibly one at 
the community centre, to 
welcome electric car 
owners to town. 

He’s also suggesting 
that those who travel to 
town in an electric car 
and use the charging sta¬ 
tion should park for free. 

It’s an investment in 
the town and in the 
future, says Keene. 

And as the price of fuel 
increases, "people will be 
thinking more and more 
about an e-car. I want 
Niagara to be ready for 
it." 

The owner of the 
Welland Ave. Canadian 
Tire is also urging the 
City of St. Catharines to 
set an example by install¬ 
ing one near Market 
Square. 

“I think St. Catharines 
and Niagara need to get 
on this and be ahead of 
everyone else," said 
Keene, who drives a 
Daimler AG Smart car 
that’s also used by the 

“We really want to get 
the ball rolling, we want 
to create the itch.” 

Keene says the city’s 
other two Canadian Tire 
locations have agreed to 
set up stations of their 


He is also challenging 
the private sector and 
other Canadian Tire loca¬ 
tions to set up stations he 
says cost under $3,000 to 
install. 

Keene points out 
advertised station spon¬ 
sorships, whether in St. 
Catharines or on Queen 
St. in NOTL, —done taste¬ 
fully, he adds—could 
help defray that cost. 

The annual cost to 
support it would be about 
$400 a year, he said. 

Niagara itself has about 
15-20 charging sites, said 
Keene. But there are none 
at City of St. Catharines- 
owned properties, or 
town-owned in NOTL. 

“We are an automotive 
facility, we go and pick 
parts up, so it made total 
sense to have an electric 
car,” said Keene, who also 
emphasizes a number of 
green initiatives at his 
store like solar and wind 
power. 

“So we are trying to be 
the Marco Polo of this 
new world and saying ... ‘ 
if you build it they will 
come,’” he said. “And they 
are indeed coming.” 

While there may not 
be a line-up of electric 
cars in NOTL looking for 
charging stations at this 
point, he says if e-car 



owners know they will 
find recharging stations— 
and that information is 
available on smart phone 
apps—they will visit in 
increasing numbers. 

And while here, parked 
and recharging, they will 
shop, they will visit res¬ 
taurants—they’ll be 
spending money. 

But it’s not just about 
the dollar, he says—it’s 
about doing what’s right 
for the future, by looking 
at ways to encourage the 
use of cars that don’t 
require fossil fuels 
imported from other 
countries, and instead 
rely on electricity created 
right here in our own 
community. 

The businessman cites 
a host of advantages of 
promoting the use of 
electric vehicles, includ¬ 
ing the need to move 
away from dwindling oil 
supplies, its lighter envi¬ 
ronmental impact and far 
lower operations costs. 

These vehicles also 
now have “incredible 
torque ... are extremely 
powerful for its size,” he 

"What is really driving 
the electric car is the 
development of the lithi¬ 
um-ion battery to give us 
greater range and keep 


the costs down, the price 
of fuel and the number of 
charging stations that 
(are spreading) across the 
land,” said Keene, who is 
also an electrical engi- 

Keene adds for those 
with “range anxiety" that 
most driving errands are 
short range. His store’s 
car can do 100 kilometres 
between charges and 
Keene says he rarely gets 
below a 60% charge on 
his Smart vehicle. 

Electric cars would 
“work significantly for a 
lot of people that aren’t 
aware it is good for them," 
he said. Many other sta¬ 
tions also allow drivers to 
charge for free, or for a 
small price. 

They are especially 
convenient for two-car 
families, when one vehi¬ 
cle can be used for the 
close-to-home trips, he 

Keene will be speaking 
about the installation of 
charging stations and 
allowing electric cars to 
park for free at future 
council meetings in St. 
Catharines and NOTL.

Women helping women 


Sale of jewelry created 
from salvaged scraps 
helps support Gillian’s 
Place

When artist Sarie Marais agreed 
recently to show her jewelry cre¬ 
ations, it was only because friends 
convinced her she could do some¬ 
thing important to her—help other 
women. 

Marais, best-known in the art 
world as a sculptor who works with 
metal and clay, says she doesn’t 
talk much about her jewelry 


designs—it’s work she does for her¬ 
self, because she loves it. 

“I pick up a piece of brass or 
copper, and I play with it. I play 
every day, because I enjoy it.” 

To her, “playing” means picking 
up an old piece of raw material, 
usually brass or copper, and begin¬ 
ning to imagine what she can do 
with it. 

The jewelry she sold at last 
week’s show was made from a 
bucket of small brass bits given to 
her by a friend years ago, and large 
hunks of a copper roof recently 
removed from a Niagara Parkway 
house—she paid $65 to cart it

As she works with the roof rem¬ 
nants, she incorporates the green 
patina caused by corrosion, the 
holes in the copper and even the 
remaining bits of tar into her 
design. 

“All these marks, the tar, the 
holes, they’re all part of the story 
behind this piece of material,” she 
says, pointing to a chunk of roofing. 

Because many of her metal sculp¬ 
tures are large—there are 30 metal 
chairs she designed and created for 
the National Arts Centre in Ottawa— 
she uses a MIG welder, so even as 
she’s working with a small piece of 
jewelry, she’s wearing a welding hel¬ 
met and there is a large flame 
involved. The effect the flame has on 
the colour of the raw material also 
becomes part of the design. 

And as she works, trying to stay 
true to the raw material in her hands, 


the cast-offs of others, the scraps she 
salvages that allow her to play. 

And have allowed her to fulfill a 

Carole Mullin, one of a group of 
six of the artist’s female friends, all of 
whom greatly admire her work, says 
the only way they were able to per¬ 


suade Marais to hold a show in her 
home was by convincing her she 
could do some good for other 
women, women less fortunate than 
she. They knew she couldn’t resist 
the idea of donating a portion of her 
profits to Gillian’s Place, which helps 
abused women. 

“I have trouble believing that in 
2014, there are still women suffer¬ 
ing, being abused. It’s such a sad 
story—it’s something that should 
never happen,” said Marais. 

I feel really good about being able 
to help—this showwas really women 
helping women, coming full circle." 

Marais is uncomfortable seeking 
publicity for her donation of $1,800, 
part of the proceeds from the sale of 
her jewelry held in the loft of her 
Chautauqua home, overlooking 
Lake Ontario. But it’s all about the 
women, she says, and that, to her, is 
what she and her group of friends 
were hoping to achieve, and did. 

“It’s all about women. I got to 
work and made this jewelry for 
women. Women organized the show, 
set it up, and sold the jewelry, and 
now we're giving to women. That’s 
the bottom line.”

NOTL teen chosen for cadet exchange visits China 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
teen Madison Hendriks is 
off on the trip of a life¬ 
time. 

The 17-year-old left 
Friday to represent 
Canada as an ambassa¬ 
dor on the International 
Air Cadet Exchange to 
China and is one of two 
Royal Canadian Air 
Cadets selected as part of 
the first exchange contin¬ 
gent to visit mainland 
China. 

The trip is Hendriks' 
last event as a member of 
the Newark squadron of 
air cadets before she 
heads to University of 
Ottawa in September, 
where she will work 


toward a Bachelor of 
Commerce. 

The International Air 
Cadet Exchange program 
is designed to bring air 
cadets of 23 member 
countries together 
through cultural exchang¬ 
es, to foster leadership 
development with a glob¬ 
al perspective. 

Cadets experience and 
develop a more informal 
view of the challenges 
facing other nations, and 
gain a deeper apprecia¬ 
tion for the interdepen¬ 
dency of cultures, econo¬ 
mies and political matters 
amongst countries. 

The greatest benefit, 
say cadet leaders, is that 


young adults find their 
initial misconceptions 
and prejudices melt away 
and become lifelong 
friends with host country 
members.

At some point, Kevin 
Hanchard knew his research 
would never end. When 
you’ve committed to playing 
Martin Luther King on stage 
at the Shaw Festival, things 
can be daunting. 

Then he realized too much 
digging will just take away his 
instincts as an actor. Which is 
why he’s here to begin with. 

“I read so many things 
and watched so many vid¬ 
eos,” says Hanchard, who 
plays the civil rights legend in 
Katori Hall’s The 
Mountaintop. “I was trying to 
inhale and absorb and, 
through osmosis, just take in 


as much as I could until I 
reached a point where I was 
like...enough. Stop. 

“I’m not doing a film. I 
don’t have to look just like 
him, I don’t have to have all 
his mannerisms. I have to 
give my sense of a man that 
we don’t know, which gives 
me a freedom and latitude to 
take it in a direction that is off 
the beaten path and tells the 
story in the best way.” 

Opening Saturday at the 
Studio Theatre in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, The 

Mountaintop is a fictional 
account of King’s final night 
He has just given his 'I Have 
Been to the Mountaintop’ 
speech to striking sanitation 
workers in Memphis, 
Tennessee, and has returned 
to his room at the Lorraine 


Motel. After ordering a cof¬ 
fee, he strikes up a fascinating 
conversation with the maid 
(Alana Hibbert) who delivers 
it, revealing the flawed, ordi¬ 
nary man behind the icon. A 
man feeling the incredible 
pressure and responsibility of 
the civil rights movement. 

The date is April 3, 1968. 
King will be assassinated the 
next day. 

The show is a co-produc- 
tion with Toronto’s Obsidian 
Theatre, the same collabora¬ 
tion which brought the stun¬ 
ning Topdog/Underdog 
(which Hanchard also starred 
in) to Shaw three years ago. 

He’s the same age as King 
when he died (39). He has the 
same number of kids, four. 
But as he dove into his 
research, Hanchard couldn't

believe the “constant, unre¬ 
lenting pressure" King was 

"It’s unimaginable. (His 
schedule) allowed for three 
to four hours sleep a night,” 
he says. "He says in his auto¬ 
biography he was never sick 
as a child and young man, he 
was just strong as an ox. But 
beneath the surface, the pres¬ 
sure and stress was eroding 

Simply seeing the 
Mississauga-bom Hanchard 
back in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is one of the biggest surprises 
of the 2014 season. Since his 
last Shaw play in 2012, he has 
starred on the Canadian- 
made TV show Orphan Black 
as the clone chasing Det. 
Arthur Bell. 

The sd-fi show’s rapidly 


growing fanbase is “surreal” 
to Hanchard. 

"Tve seen a lot of Canadian 
television - some poor, some 
very good - that have all bit¬ 
ten the dust,” he says. “So you 
get a series and you’re happy 
while it lasts. You think you're 
doing good work and you go, 
'Well, let's throw it up to the 
gods and see what happens.’ 

‘We did that with this, and 
lo and behold it just (explod¬ 
ed). The mushroom cloud 

He knew his world had 
changed when he attended 
Fan Expo in Toronto last year 
and saw people lining up 
three hours for the Orphan 
Black Q&A. 

“And then people coming 
up and they’re dressed as 
(me). And you just go 'What?' 


But the whole reason you do 
this is to affect people, and if 
you spur them to that sort of 
response, it’s a job well 

At the end of the day, he 
says, “I’ve done two seasons 
on a great show. If it ends up 
being two seasons and two 
episodes, or four seasons, or 
eight seasons, I'm already 
over the moon.” 

As busy as the show keeps 
him, Hanchard is thrilled to 
be back on stage in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. Even if it’s just 
for six weeks. 

“Theatre is my home, and 
I missed it” 

The Mountaintop opens 
Saturday at the Shaw Festival 
Studio Theatre, and runs 
until Sept. 7.

When Niagara-on-the-Lake 
native Zack Pryzbek heads back 
to Brown University in September 
for his second season of Ivy 
League hockey, he will take with 
him the added confidence earned 
in a week at the Toronto Maple 
Leafs development camp in 
Toronto. 

Pryzbek was one of 29 players 
invited to attend the camp this 
summer, which included 17 other 
forwards, three goaltenders and 
eight defencemen. 

“It was an unbelievable expe¬ 
rience,” said Pryzbek, in NOTL 
with his family for a break before 
heading back to Brown. 

"It was a really great opportu¬ 
nity to learn, not only from the 


coaches and the development 
staff but also from the other play¬ 
ers. You just have to be a sponge 
and soak up as much as you can, 
and that’s what I did. I definitely 
learned a lot.” 

At the camp were all the “huge 
names" from the Maple Leafs 
and Marlies, including president 
Brendan Shanahan and GM Dave 
Nonis, he said. 

"It was very exciting to have 
great coaches and the whole staff 
there. It was a great opportunity 
and I am really thankful for being 
invited out.” 

Pryzbek’s earliest hockey 
years were with the NOTL Wolves 
at the Virgil arena, but by the age 
of nine he had moved on to AAA 
in Niagara Falls. He also played 
in Toronto for a year, in 
Coquitlam, BC, and at Salisbury 
Prep School in Connecticut, 


where he played in the New 
England Prep League. 

As an 18-year-old, he was on 
the NHL draft list and had dis¬ 
cussions with a couple of teams, 
he said, “but nothing happened.” 

While it would have been great 
to have been drafted, “if you’re 
good enough you can be invited 
as a free agent. There are still lots 
of opportunities out there. Right 
now I want to finish my educa¬ 
tion, and I’ll get better as time 
goes on.” 

The 20-year-old 6’4” forward 
says he is trying to fill out, "get 
bigger, stronger and faster, and 
make an impact" at Brown, where 
he is studying economics and 
has three more years to complete 
his education. 

His parents have always 
stressed the importance of edu¬ 
cation, and his career choices 


have been as much about that as 
about hockey, he says. 

“I feel like I’ve been able to 
have the best of both worlds, 
going to an Ivy League school 
and playing great college hockey. 
A lot of pro teams are looking at 
university hockey players. And 
I’ll have a back-up plan for down 
the road, something to fall back 
on when I’m finished playing. 
That's why education is so impor¬ 
tant.” 

When he returns to Brown in 
September as a sophomore, 
Pryzbek says he hopes to be a 
better player as a result of his 
week at the Leafs camp. 

"This camp was definitely a 
step in the right direction. I'll be 
going back with more confidence. 
Last year we fell short in the play¬ 
offs but this year I hope to be part 
of a winning team.”
